Sioux country diretting th Oo the 
THE NEW AGENTS. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 7.—With the order 
issued by the Secretary of War 
to-day the-.whole Indian question, as 
far as the Sioux Indians is concerned, 
istaken out of thecontrol of the Interior 
Department and transferred to the War De- 
partment. The order which accomplishes 
this state of affairs designates Capts. Ewers 
of Fifth Infantry; Ernest, Third Infantry; 
Lee, Ninth Infantry, and Pierce, First In- 
fantry, as agents of the Indians at the several 
Indian agencies in the Sioux country, and 
displaces the agents of the Interior Depart- 
ment. The agencies to which these officers 
are to go, is left to Gen. Miles, 
Selected them as such, and 
whose recommendation in the matter was 
to-day approved by Secretary Proctor. Since 


|the Indian trouble began the War Depart- 


ment had charge of matters in the Sioux 
country and the Indian agents were under the 
general direction of army officers in the field. 
But while the agents were under the army 
offices their formal retention as agents had 
the appearance of divided responsi- 
bility, and in some cases the 
agents continued to exercise their authority 
without reference to the army officers who 
were over them. Now there will be but one 
‘responsible head at an Indian agency, 
and that will be an army Officer. 
It is learned at the War Department 
than Gen.Miles, in deference to theexpressed 
opinion of the President, in telegrams made 
public yesterday, has dissolved his court of 
inquiry in the case of Col. Forsythe for the 
present. 
GEN. MILES MEANS BUSINESS. 

PINE RIDGE, 8. D., via Rushville, Neb., Jan. 
7.—Monday afternoon a small party consist- 
ing of Young Jack Red Cloud, Big Road, High 
Horse, Lone Bear, Tall Hawk and five others 
came in from the hostile camp to have a talk 
with Gen. Miles. They at once proceeded to 
his headquarters where, perhaps, a more 
brief conversation was held than was ex- 
pected by the Indians, Gen. Miles plainly tell- 
ing them tocome in and surrender; tnat he 
was not here to listen to their complaints; 
that they would be allowed to g0 
to Washirfgton after the trouble was 
arranged here. They stated that 
nearly, if not quite all, of the Pine Ridge In- 
dians were desirous of peace and wanted to 
come back tothe agency. If the Pine Ridge 
Indians continue to come back it will greatly 
reduce the war party, now numbering about 
four thousand. According to Agent Cooper’s 
figures there are 2,200 Pine Ridge Indians ab- 
sent, and so their force will be reduced at 
least half the present number. Gen. Miles 
held another shorttalk with these Indians 
yesterday morning and they set out on their 
return. Itisthought most of the Pine Ridge 
Indians will be here in a day or two. 

A SIOUX RUNNER PUNISHED. 

SPOKANE FALLS, Wash., Jan. 7.—News has 
reached here from Rockford that on last Fri- 
day a Sioux runner came to the Indian res- 
ervation and endeavored to induce those In- 
dians to join the hostiles. Chief Salt Ice, 
learning of his mission, ordered his arrest 
and confinement inthe guard-house, and on 
Saturday had him whipped, after which he 
was taken to the limits of the reservation 
and dismissed with a warning not to return. 

GEN. MILES’ SUGGESTION APPROVED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—The President 
has approved Gen. Miles’ suggestion that the 
Standing Rock, Rosebud, Pine Ridge, Chey- 
enne River and Tongue River Indian Reserva- 
tions be temporarily placed under military 
control and a telegram was sent him last 
night by Gen. Schofield giving him full au- 
thority to act. 

TROUBLE WITH THE PALE HORSES. 

CoLFax, Wash., Jan. 7.—Marshal A. Mackey 
Monday night shot and probably fatally 
wounded an Indian buck named Bones, son 
of Chief Bones of the Pale Horsetribes. The 
Indians have been causinga good deal of 
trouble lately with their drunken orgies and 
ghost dances and the Marshal had arrested 
three of them and was taking them to prison. 
Bones, who was one of them, broke away and 
was shot by the officer. It is now feared that 
a general uprising of the tribes in the vicinity 
will result, as there have been numerous 
threats and signs of anoutbreak. The shoot- 
ing of Bones will add fury to the flames. A 
gentleman just in from Moscow, Idaho, re- 
ports that the Nez Perces are engaging in 
furious ghost dances on their reservation 
near that city and that there is a strong 
probability of a hostile uprising. The people 
of Moscow are very much d@iarmed. 

A GHOST DANCE FIZZLE. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Jan. 7.—The ghost dance at 
Red Rock, which was to have been begun 
yesterday at and in which repre- 
sentatives from many of the territory tribes 
were to participate, was a fizzle. The Indians 
do not take kindly to the incendiary sugges- 
tions of the Cheyenne runners. A few Chey- 
ennes were present at Red Rock, but the 
friendly Indians dissuaded them from holding 
the dance. 

A DEAD SOLDIER SCALPED. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, 8. D., Jan. 7.—The 
body.of Private Chotte was found yesterday 
in a ravine horribly mutilated and with the 
scalp removed. It was buried with military 
honors. Sixty-five squaws and children came 
in to-day and are being taken care of. Itis 
reported that the hostiles are starving. 

RED’ DEVILS FRUSTRATED. 

PINE RIDGE, 8. D., Jan. 7.—It was an ugly 
night last Sunday. That the Indians had 
plotted to make trouble iscertainand the 
fact thatthey did not is due simply to luck. 
There is a camp of so-called friendlies a mile 
from the town, and these are allowed to come 
and go at will. They had arranged for a 
massacre, but a few of the Indian police, 
hearing of the plan, told them that the sol- 
diers knew of it and were ready to extermi- 
nate them. The Indians thought it wisest 
to leave and did so. 

The story was passed around,and the whole 
place was aroused. Gen. Miles stayed up 
until 3 o’clock in the morning awaiting de- 
velopments. 

- AT WOUNDED KNEE CREEK. 

CAMP AT WOUNDED KNEE CREEK, S. D., Jan. 
7.—The situation here is practically un- 
changed since yesterday. Gen. Brooke ar- 
rived last night and has established his head- 
quarters. It is said thata number of emis- 
saries will be sent out tothe camps on White 
Clay Creek to treat with the hostiles, but as 
the undertaking is considered practically use- 
less, it may be given up. Hay and fodder 
is very scarce and every effort is being made 
to get enough to see the troops through. All 
of'the deserted ranches within ten or fifteen 
miles have been visited by wagon trains 
under guard and the hay left at them col- 
lected and taken intocamp. About one hun- 
dred Indian ponies. were rounded up and 
taken intocamp. A wagon train from Rapid 
City reported that a small band of Indians 
had followed them fortwo days and yester- 
day afternoon did some shooting, but no one 
was hurt on either side.

SUNSHINE AT LAST. 
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A Basis of Settlement Agreed Upon by 
Parnell and O’Brien. 


M’CARTHY TO RESIGN AND A NEW 
CHAIRMAN TO BE ELECTED. 


Reports of Gladstone’s Retirement Denied 
—Watching German Socialists—Perse- 
cution of Jews in Russia—The Scotland 
Railway Strike— Dr. Schliemann’s 
Property—Vatican Paintings. 


BOULOGNE-SuR-MER, Jan. 7.—An authorized 
statement has been issued by the Irish leaders 
who have been present at the conference 
here. They announce that the conference 
terminated to-day and that both parties in- 
terested have resolved that the proceedings 
should be regarded as of a confidential 
nature. Itis understood, however, that the 
exchange of views which has taken place has 
led to thé hope that a peaceable settlement of 
the matters in dispute will ensue. An ar- 
rangement satisfactory to all seems to have 
been arrived at, The exact nature of this 
arrangement must leak out in the course of 
time. The number of erroneous statements 
made inregardto the Boulogne conference 
have made the Irish leaders resolve to.be 
more than usually careful as to their 
utterances. 

Messrs. Parnell, Redmond, Campbell, 
Scully and Harrington have returned to En- 
gland. Mr. William O’Brien remains here for 
afew days. It is understood that he has been 
in communication with Justin McCarthy. 

O’BRIEN EMPOWERED TO ACT. 

Lonpown, Jan. 7.—Advices received here 
from Boulogne say Mr. O’Brien, at 
his own request, has been empow- 
ered to ask Mr. McCarthy to retire 
from the chairmanship of the anti-Parnell 
section of the Irish party in favor of 
Mr. John Dillon, or, if Mr. 
O’Brien prefers,-in favor of himself. 
Mr. O’Brien announces that his conferences 
with Mr. Parnell are finished. The negotia- 
tions with Mr. McCarthy will follow. 

O’BRIEN’S WEAKNESS. 

Loypon, Jan. 7.—The possibility of Wm. 
O’Brien’s finally deciding in favor of Mr. 
Parnell is being discussed by the following of 
Justin McCarthy. The Morning Chronicle, a 
strong McCarthyite organ, contains the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘The key to Mr, O’Brien’s action in 
the present crisis isto be found in two facts. 
The first of these is of personal character and 
the second his family relations. Joined with 
many excellent qualities, Editor O’Brien has 
two weaknesses—vanity and a kind of fem- 
inine hysteria which, as Patrick Ford 
declared, its always compelling him to 
bother himself about something. On these 
weaknesses Mr. Parnell plays adroitly with 
his strong masculine temperament, which 
overcomes Mr. O’Brien’s weak one. In the 
next place Mr. O’Brien’s wife’s parents, es- 
pecially Mme. Raffalovitch, belong to the 
Angiophobist Russian colony of Paris that 
clusters about the Rue Daru and always sides 
against England. The Raffalovitch influence 
over Mr. O’Brien is thus an important ele- 
ment inthe situation, drawing him toward 
the Parnell side. There is reason for stating, 
however, that Mr. O’Brien can only take his 
own constituency with himin any movement 
he may make toward an affiliation with the 
deposed Irish leader.’’ 

SATISFACTORY TO PARNELL. 

A dispatch tothe Exchange Telegraph Co. 
says that at yesterday’s conference between 
the Irish leaders at Boulogne-Sur-Mer, it was 
agreed that Mr. Justin McCarthy should re- 
sign the chairmanship of the party and thata 
full meeting of the party should be called to 
elect a new leader. The participation of the 
Parnellites in the vote for a new leader is tan- 
tamount to a reeonstruction of the party and 
will be entirely satisfactory to Mr. Parnell. 


Serious Conflagration in Paris. 

PARIS, Jan. 7.—At an early hour this morn- 
ing there broke forth a conflagration which 
deprived thirty families of their homes, and 
which may haveasa result the lossof the 
lives ofseveral human beings. Just after 
midnight the rear of a hatter’s store on the 
first floor of a crowded building on the 
Rue Verrerio was discovered to be on fire. 
So rapid was the progress of the flames 
that the frightened tenants had barely time 
to spring from their beds and rush headlong 
’ int® the cold streets clad in their thin night 
clothes. Afewof the panic-stricken crowd 
made ineffectual efforts to save the more val- 
uable oftheir belongings, but were beaten 
back by the roaring flames and suffocating 
smoke. In the stampede the strong ruth- 
lessly brushed aside the weak, and in the 
fearful rush for safety women with babes 
in their arms were knocked down and 
trampled upon while th cried aloud to 
the scurrying crowd to sdve their children. 
Three hours had elapsed from the time of the 
discovery ofthe fire before the efforts of the 
firemen succeeded in subduing the ames. By 
that time two houses had been gutted anda 
number of others badly damaged both by fire 
and water. The persons who were injured in 
the outward rush of the escaping people were 
conveyed to a neighboring hospital 
where they are now being cared for. 
Some are sO badly hurt that 
the surgeons fear they will die. Whether 
life was lost outright or not is a fact which 
cannot be established until the police have 
polled the rescued. While the consensus of 
opinion is that the missing, if such there are, 
will be found to have taken refuge in the 
neighboring houses, a number of families are 
anxiously searching for kinsfolk. It is esti- 
mated that by this catastrophe fully 100 peo- 
ple have been thrust homeless and penniless 
upon the streets in midwinter, and the sug- 
gestion is made that a popular subscription 
should at once be started for their relief.

An Embankment Caves In on Three Lab- 
orers This Morning. 

A frightful accident occurred in the West 
End this morning. While a number of work- 
men were engaged in excavating.a public 
sewer in the alley between Olive 
street and Washington avenue.

SENT FOR THE SHERIEF. 


THE RUBY MINING CO. ASKS PROTECTION 
FROM STRIKERS. 


The Men Employed at Their Mine in Casey- 
ville Quit Work and Refuse to Allow 
Others to Take Their Places-—The Min- 
ers’ Demand. 


The Consumers Coal Co. of this city, who 
operate the Ruby mings at Caseyville, Illl., 
and the O’Fallon mines at  O’Fal- 
jon, MIll., are having tgpuble' with 
their miners at the former place. 
It appears that the men have been receiving 
42 cents a box for mining coal and on Dec. 
last they were notified that on Jan. 1 they 
would be reduced to 3 cents a box. 
The men refused to accept the 
reduction and the company has been en- 
deavoring to fillthe place with other men. 
Notices have been sent out by..the 
old miners, stating that they are 
now on ae “strike and requesting other 
men to remain away from the 
mines and not accept employment there. 
The men also state in these notices the re- 
duction that has been made in their pay and 
claim that the Ruby mines are the only ones 
in which the wages of miners have been cut 
down. 

SAYS.THEY HAVE BEEN DISCHARGED. 

Acall was made at the office of the com- 
pany in this city and Mr. Morrison, when ' 
asked about the trouble remarked: ‘*There 
is no strike going on at the mines, as the men 
who are out have all been discharged. We 
notified them on Dec. 15 that on the ist of 
the present month their pay would be reduced 
from 42 cents a box to 35 cents a box, or prac- 
tically from 2% cents a bushelto 2. cents 
a bushel. Our own weights of the 
coal and those of the railroad 
company show that our boxes average but 
seventeen bushels and thirteen pounds each. 
At 35 cents a box the men, therefore, receive 
a trifle over 2 cents per bushel for mining the 
coal. They ey take the coal from the 
walls of the mine and place it in a 
box and there are laborersto haul ft out of 
the mine and doall the other work. It is 
true that noother mine has reduced its men, 
but that is because we were paying more than 
any other mine. None of them give their 
men over 2 cents per bushel for mining 
coal and we could not afford to pay halfa cent 
a bushel more than othercompanies. For- 
merly our men received only # cents a box 
and they went on a strike and then they were ;

He went to 
Pittsburg, set up a little shopand borrowed 
electric power for some days. He extracted 
the metal right thefe and a reduction com- 
pany was formed,’ They are selling the metal 
at$i per pound and are making it for 10c 
per pound. The price will be reduced when 
the demand increases enough to attract 
other manufacturers into the  busi- 
ness. A company in Chicago will be 
a strong competitor. The Germans and 
French have manufactured ¢onsiderable 
aluminum. I have aspecimen sent me from 
Germany which is 10 per cent Aghter than 
that made in this country.’”’ 

‘*Have you made any expériments recently 
with the model of your machine?’’ 

._**No. Wehaveno occasion to. We know 
what we shail be able todo. The model will 
probably be exhibited in Chicago soon. Some 
gentlemen from a scientific society there 
called on me the last time Iwas in vac ge 
and asked for permission totry the model in 
a large room. We will have a meeting of 
stockholders ina few days and I shall then 
lay the matter before them. If they consent 
the model will be shown.

‘**‘We have no doubt that we shail be able to 
rise, fly and deseend, because it has been done 
by others before. ehave no new principle 
in our machine. The cigar-shaped buoyanc 
chamber is old, the propeller is old, we di 
not discover aluminum, nor did we discover 
the lifting power of hydrogen, the aeroplane 
principle or the mechanical vacuum princi- 
ple.
